SEED BAG LABEL REQUIREMENTS
The Federal Seed Act requires that bags containing treated seeds shall be labeled with the following
statements:

e This seed has been treated with ipconazole and metalaxyl.
e Do not use for feed, food, or oil purposes.
e User is responsible for ensuring that the seed bag meets all requirements under the Federal Seed Act.

In addition, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency requires the following statements on bags
containing seed treated with RANCONA Summit:

Store away from food and feedstuffs.
e Do not allow children, pets, or livestock to have access to treated seeds.

Wear long-sleeved shirt, long pants, and chemical resistant gloves such as barrier laminate, butyl rubber,
neoprene or viton; shoes and socks.

e Treated seeds exposed on soil surface may be hazardous to wildlife. Cover or collect treated seeds
spilled during loading.

e Dispose of all excess treated seed by double sowing around the headland or buried away from water
sources in accordance with local requirements.

e Do not contaminate water bodies when disposing of planting equipment washwater.
Dispose of seed packaging in accordance with local requirements.

Excess treated seed may be used for ethanol production only if (1) by-products are not used for livestock
feed and (2) no measurable residues of pesticide remain in ethanol by-products that are used for
agronomic practice.
